JUST {RETURNED TO PAHIS. 
Zola -and his wife returned to Paris 


yesterday after 
spending ' three 


months in the country. It is hoped 
that Madame Zola will survive.

Zola returned to 'his Paxis home 


from ihis country (house at Metiaii, 
an'd awing to a sudden spell <of cold 
weather Qiere he ordered the heating 
stove in tois bedroom to be lighted. 
The stove burned bad'ly, 'but Zola tad 
his" wife retired -at 10 o'clock last 
night, an'd IGie servants, not hearing 
any movement in Hhe apartment this 
morning, entered the 
bedroom at 


9:30 and found Madame Zola lying 


_ on the bed, inanimate.

lying telf out of bed, with his head 
•and shoulders on t'he floor, and his 
legs on the "bed. DoctbrsVere Sum- 
moned, but -they failed "to restore 
Zola to 'life. 'After -prolonged efforts

was 'based on the fact that ejections 
from his stomach were found on the

from asphyxiation. Zola dined with 
ft g'oad -appetite yesterday 
evening 


and the servSoits of the household 
ate of the same dishes. Nothing un- 
usual was heard in the bsaioom dur- 
ing the iiig&it, 


Some workmen ariived at the Zola 


residence at half -past 9 tihis morning 
in ortfer to m'ake certain repairs ^in 
Zola's bedroom, 'but the servants had 
already become alarmed at hearing 
no sourid from, the room and decided 
to enteix it and burst the door open. A 
slight od'or of feaVbonic gas was at 
once noticed 'aii'd the bodies of the 
novelist 'and his wife were found in 
the positions already described. 


TRIED 'TO RISE. 


'Zola had evidently been awakened 


- by -a ohokiiig Sensation, tried to rise, 


but 'Wad 
overcome by the fumes, 


whicfir apparently ^escaped from the 
defective stove, Y The windows were 
immediately opened, doctois and -a 
cominissairy^ of police 
were 
sum- 


moned and the utmost efforts were 
made to levive the novelist and his 
wife, but tihe former 
had 'already 


succumbed. 
Madame Zola regained 


consciousness at iaibout noon. 
She 


now lies iri a state of complete pros- 
tration. 


An improvement in her condition 


is anxiously awaited in order to ob* 
tain further light on the occurrence. 


DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 


A druggist Who was the first to ar- 


rive at t3ie house in older to attend 
Zola 'and his -wife said: 


"Wlhen I entered the bedroom M. 


Zola was partly lying on-the floor 
amid ni'atter 
ttfirowu 
up from his 


stomach. No special odcr likely to 
cause asphyxiation was then distin- 
guisdrable. The two victims, more- 
over, did not present exclusive symp- 
toms of ks-phyxiaticn. 
Their faces 


were contorted fcnd tiheir lips were 
bloodless, but not violet color." 


"I think it probable that the acci- 


dent was caused by inhaling heavy 
carbonic gas, which lay mainly »be- 
low the level of the h/igh 'bed. M. 
Zola and his wife were thus not suf- 
focated 
on the bed. M. Zola was 


awakened by the e£ect of the gas 
and tried to rise, -but he (was seized 
'With vomiting, fainted and thus <fell 
to~tlte floor, .where the was suffocated 
by,the gas* His wife was 'also* over- 
come, but^less so than, her -husband." 


The commissary of police, in'.ais 


report to the prefect of 1?aris, said; 


''The heating stove was not light- 


ed and th.ea*e was no odor of gas. 
It 


is believed that fliis death was due 
to accidental poisoning by 
drugs. 


Two little dogs found in the bedroom 
are alive." 


The commissary of police, in a sec- 


ond report, endorsed thfe medical 
opinion that Zola's death was •acci-" 
dental and due to asphyxiation. 


I>r. Leyrniand, wflio 'attended the 


victims, is quoted as saying in an 
interview published this afternoon 
*that the ^la'ie of the stove was still 
warm and that the ejections came 
from a dog, 
*, " 


The prefect has ordered the city 
architect to examine the -bedroom in 
which Zola died and 'h&s issued in- 
structions that an analysis toe tmade 
of his blood aud of the utmo0phere of 
his room, 


Zola had 'been resting from literary 


work since (he finished Ms -book call- 
ed "The Truth." 
* 


The obituary notices pay tribute 


to Zola's 'high literary talent. The 
Temps says French letters have suf- 
fered a loss which will Ot>6 keenly 
felt. 


The newspapers judge Zola's -role 


Emile Zola, a French novelist of 


the naturalistic school of fiction, was 
born in Paris, April 2, 1840, and 
educated at the Lycee St. Louis. He 
began life in the publishing house of 
Messrs. H-achette et Oie, but in 1865 
passed from th'at to the Figaro, in 
which he wrote some of his early 
studies of Parisian low life. He was 
also a contributor to the Voltaire tand 
-his native 
abilities 
and 
force of 


character soon en&bled him to be* 
come a writer of remarkable power. 
He first appeared as u novelist in 
"Comtes a Ninon," (1863); "La Con- 
fession de Claude," (1865); "La Veu 
d'une Hoite," (1866), and "Les ttys- 
teres de Marseilles," (1867). In this 
latter year he began to attract at- 
tention by his coarse, but powerful 
delineation of the -crimes, weaknesses 
and loathsomeness of Parisian social 
life. In 1888 M. Zola'.was mad<e a 
chevalier of the Legion of Honor arfd 
1891 was elected president of 
the 


Flinch Society of Men of Letters. 
He'repeatedly aspired to sfseat in t*he 
French a-cademy,* but its conservative 
members obstinately refused to ad- 
mit him. 
In 1894 -he published 


"Lourdes," 
a novel which 
gave 


grave offense to the Uoman Catholics 
in its lurid descriptions ot the pil- 
grimages of the. faithf'ul 
to

Pyreuean town of that<niame.

DEATH OF ZOLA. 


The tragic death of Emile Zola 


takes from modern literature one-of 
its strongest and most interesting 
figures. While Zola's wider fame rests 
upon his connection with the recent 
"Dreyfus affair," his books will 
always have in literature the place 
created for them by tflieir author. The 
most powerful and masterful of the 
modern exponents of realism in ro- 
mance, Zola was at the same time 
the creator of wfhat must always 
hold T*mk tis the ni'ost repulsive writ- 
ings of his time. (He represented life 
as he found it, ias life was iu the 
places wfliere he sought its manifes- 
tations. The normal in life was but 
an incidental material because he 
could firid so much th'at was abnor- 
mal, shocking and (hideous. He delved 
into the compost heaps of modern 
existence* because humanity in its 
worst phases was there fond he 
drag-ged it forth in all its vileiiess of 
vice and filth and held it up to the 
giaze th£t better conditioned man- 
kind might see what the universal 
human relationship fallowed it with. 
Zola never glossed the vice nor soug'ht 
to sweeten the filth^ which gave such 
appalling savor to his books, nor. did 
the exaggerate. He wrote that which 
was and romance was merely the 
vehicle ^f presenting his 'horribly 
real pictures. It is not possible in 
a brief newspaper sketch to enter 
into any resume and analysis of 
Zola's books. Nor is it possible to 
attempt 'aoiy estimate of the moral 
effect of (his labors. He leaves little 
in his literary productions of benefit 
to his kind. 
He showed the world 


its worst self, but to what good end 
must be a puzzle to moralists. But 
of Zola right-minded mankind will 
always remember (his magnificent 
fig'ht for justice in the Dreyfus case. 
Against an almost unanimous pub- 
lic sentiment in France, against the 
powerful, corrupt and 
malignant 


machinery of the general staff of the 
French army, against the counsel of 
his frieoids, he bared his arm for the 
heroic task he Iliad set himself to do 
and began 'his battle. 
His famous 


"I accuse" letter struck the nation 
with astonishment and teiror and 
finally with bitter anger. 
He was 


banished, but atbroad he waged his 
figTt and he won it. No single man 
of model n times has wrought a 
greater moral achievement. He was 
a brave soul, a justice-loving man, 
an intrepid wariior for rig'ht 
For 


that let his memoiy be cherished of 
all men.

Perhaps ihe railway presidents are 


sincere \vihen IGiey say this, but they 
Should know that a laige part of the 
so-called violence in the coal regions 
is imaginaiy or due to the exaggera- 
tions. 
The writer was in the an- 


thracite field a week or two ago, and 
was told by the newspaper corre- 
spondents stationed-.lihere: ''Violence 
is what we "w&nt now. 
No other 


sort of stories <are tany good.. The 
editors don't want anything but riots 
or Shootings." 


These cori e&pondents are honest 


men, and would not invent tales of 
lawlessness even to please their edi- 
tors, but they well 
know how to 


make the m'ost *>f ftny small disturb 
ances that may occur, A very trifling 
affair in the co'al regions is sure of 
large 'head lines in the New York 
papers next morning. Some violence 
there dias been, 'of course; it would 
be foolish to expect such a large num- 
ber of men, most of'them foreigners, 
to preserve perfect calm. 
But the 


reports have been greatly exagger- 
ated. There isn't as much lawless- 
ness in the entire anthracite field as 
<theie is in the tenderloin region o£ 
New York city, and not veiy much 
more need of the presence of troops. 


Up in the coul fields the miners 


laugh at the reports which the cor- 
porations give out of the amount of 
coal mined each day. Eveiy morn- 
ing the New York papers print little 
tables of the quantity mined and 
shipped the day -befoie. According 
to the table it runs fioin 26,000 to 
29,000 tons every,twenty-four hours, 
and the list looks quite formidable, 
as it is printed in full detail and ap- 
parently with a great deal of exact- 
ness. If the companies are actually 
mining an •ave-nag'e 'of 160,000 tons 
^ week they >are taking out about 
one-seventh of the regular output 
when 'all hands -are-^at work.' As a 
matter of fact, thejf are not doing 
even that much, itor the-half of it 
The nim&rs count 
every car that 


comes out of the mines or from the 
breakers, and they know to a ton 
just how much coal is being shipped. 
Ten thousand tons a day would be 
much nearer the truth than 25,000 
tons, and veiy littlefof that is fresh- 
ly rained co&l. It consists almost 
entirely 'of oleaned-up or washed-out 
stuff and is fit only for steam pur- 
poses. 
Coal Uiat can be binned in 


the furnaces of the houses where chil- 
dren, will sbon be suffering from cold 
is not being mined to any extent 
worthy of consideration. The min- 
ers know the coal companies are put- 
ting up a bluff about their output 
of coal, and consequently there is no 
stampede among dJhe men. 


Leaving 
out 
of the 
question 


whether the miners 'ought to win or 
not, their p<nsistence and courage is 
certainly 
worthy 
of 
'a'dmiration. 


They fliave been without work for 
five months, and the most of them 
'are now subsisting upon $2.50 a 
week per family doled out'to them 
in the stope 'of store orders by the 
union. It is just enough to avert 
actual hunger. Clothing fit for win- 
ter use i$ much needed, and men will 
do most anything Before they will 
see their 'children going barefooted. 
Every licensed miner in the anthra- 
cite region knows that he can go to 
work tomonow and earn $20 or $30 
a day. All he has to do is to walk 
up to the mine boss and say he is 
ready, 'and he will be put in the mine 
with eigQit or ten laborers to do his 
loading for him. The licensed miner 
will be given the easiest and softest 
breasts in the mine to work, -and his 
share of labor will be 
simply the 


blasting.down of the coal from the 
thick vein. The company will hire 
•all the other men 'arid give the miner 
credit for every ton thus taken out. 
Twenty or thirty dollars a day is as 
big as a mountain to a man who 
hasn't had u $5 bill in his hands for 
five months, and whose childien need 
shoes. It is a cipdit to the manhood 
of the rnineis in the anthracite field 
that not 300 out of the 
40,000 li- 


censed miners h'ave succumbed to 
this temptation to desert their fei- 
lows and go ba'ck on the cause. There 
are some things that even money 
can't buy.

than ever before because of the man- 
ner in which every class has turned to- 
•\varcl the game which gives to the spec- 
tator an abundance of spirit and dash 
and necessitates an immense amount 
of physical skill and development. 
There is also the? beauty of strategic 
tactics which ofttimes gh e to the 
lighter and less robust player the meed 
of victory. 


Naturally the college teams take an 


important place In the eyes of all who 
follow the game closely, yet this sea- 
son will in all probability see the plac- 
ing of several strong and excellent pro- 
fessional elevens in the field. Arrange- 
ments are now in progress which indi- 
cate that New Xork and Philadelphia 
will lead in this respect The inter- 
scholastic games, arc more important 
than is usual, because it is from these 
teams that the players of the college 
elevens are graduate*!, and the work of 
the schoolboys is frequently as bril- 
liant and clever in its way as that of 
the more husky and seasoned players. 


The changes in the rules make it evi- 


dent that In a general senbe the play 
will be about the same as usual de- 
spile the fact -that these changes are 
radical, the most important being that 
the teams will change goals more fre- 
quently. 


Another change is in the kicking of 


a goal from touchdown. The new rule 
provides for the bringing out of the 
ball, as heretofore, to the kicking dis- 
tance of twenty yards from the goal 
post; that this point shall be a Hue of 
scrimmage, and the try for goal can be 
made by snapping the ball either for a 
place kick or a, drop kick behind the 
line of scrimmage. 


It is suggested that the opposing 


teams shall line up together or not 
farther than five yards apart, so the 
defending team shall have an oppor- 
tunity to present the goal. 


This new rule will make goal kick- 


Ing from touchdowns a most diflicult 
feat instead of the comparatively easy 
task it has formerly been and will add 
considerably to the spectacular inter* 
est of the game. Another feature of 
this change will be tha^t it will make 
the kicking part of the sport moie 
prominent than it has heretofore been 
and will develop what for many sea- 
sons ,Uas been lacking—good, straight, 
accurate kicking of the pigskin ball.

^.George Garrcy and Orville IS. At- 
wood are the two maroons whom Di- 
rector Stagg has chosen as assistant 
football coachers this fall.

made his reputation in 1897 during the 
Chicago-Illinois game, in which he sub- 
stituted for Gordon Clarke.

After four years of disasters on the 


gridiron the Univeisity of Pennsylva- 
nia management is preparing to make 
herculean efforts to regain and hold its 
place in the membership of the "big 
four/' The Quakers have suffered re- 
verses Iu nearly every brunch of ath- 
letics during the last few years, and 
they are determined to reinstate them* 
selves iu the intercollegiate world, ' 


The football climax was readied last 


year when George Woodruff, \vho, 
more than any one else, was responsi- 
ble for the eminence of the university 
on the gridiron, was compelled to re- 
sign. His position as head coach Is 
tilled by one of Ins own pupils, Dr. 
Carl Williams. lie has as assistants 
Dr. A. K. Bull and Dr. John Hedges, 
both of whom came into prominence 
under the tutelage of AYoodruff. 
To 


these three men is given the difficult 
'task of bringing the red and blue elev- 
en to the pioud position which it held 
prior to 1S08. Fiom 1S92 to 1897 the 
Quakers were well nigh invincible in 
football. 


Beginning with 1898, when Penn lost 


to Harvard for the iirst time in five 
years, Woodrnfi's team has scored but 
two touchdowns on the crimson in the 
following three years, and but one of 
these was earned. 


A big effort will be made this year 


to turn out a winning football team. A 
determined effort has been made to get 
out the best football material in the 
university, and a month's preliminary^' 
practice will be held away from col- 
lege grounds to get the men in shape 
for the schedule, which is the easiest 
one a Pennsylvania team has faced 
for several years.* = • 


An innovation in football training is 


being introduced at the Avestern col- 
leges this year. The large universities 
of the middle west at a conference held 
last year decided to prohibit any pre- 
liminary season extending over moro 
than two weeks before the opening of 
the college year at any university. The 
rule goes into effect this fall notwith- 
standing the opposition of a number of 
prominent western players. 


The University of Chicago football 


men are among those who will have to 
bear the burden of tho new rule to a 
larger extent than any other eleven. 
The University of Chicago opens on 
Oct. 1, while most of the other mem- 
bers of the "big nine" began about the 
middle of September, thus giving them 
a two weeks1 start over the Windy City 
eleven.

Is football becoming too intricate? 


Frank Bntterworth, who in his day at 
Yale university was one of the best 
fullbacks who ever played on the grid- 
iron, asserts that in changing contin- 
ually the rules only detract from the 
game.

In response to a telegram fiorn Su 


periiitendent Gorsline, John H. Clark 
a United States inspector of immigra 
tion stationed at Montreal* oame t 
this city yesterday and failed 
t< 


identify the Syrian named Abrahan 
Alick, alias Wolf, detained at th 
contagion hospital ns a suspected 
refugee from the bureau. 


Alick was discovered several week: 


ago by the county health authorities 
suffering from a disease of the eye<* 
technically known as trachoma, an I 
was sent to St. Joseph hospital fo: 
treatment. 
Later it was supposed 


that he was one of <a party of Syrians 
who had evaded the immigration au 
thorities at ^Montreal and had been 
smuggled into the United States b 
professional smugglers of humai 
freight, who thrive along the Can 
adian border. The case was reporter 
and the government department in 
formed the local authorities that ni 
inspector would be sent on. In the 
meantime Alick was examined and i 
was found that he was suffering from 
an infectious and contagious diseasi 
and he was removed to the contagion 
hospital. 


On his visit of examination Inspec 


tor Clark was accompanied 'by Healtl 
Commissioner Macbeth and Superin 
tendemt Gorsline and the result was 
unsatisfactory in developing to tto 
satisfaction of the government officia 
that, unwelcome as the Syrian is, hi 
is not one of the parties who ar 
wanted by the bureau. 
In the Ian 


guage of one of the parties abov 
named, Mr. Alick is possessed of "th 
most prodigious capacity for plain 
lying" that ever came under his no 
tice. 
Alick, when first detained 


pretended to have just come over 
that he could not understand 
any 


English, but managed to make him 
self understood sufficiently to convey 
the impression that he had been in 
this country tbut three weeks. Late 
he made it three years, and finally 
didn't recollect how long he had been 
here. Inspector Clark has a way o 
putting blocks to a man that make 
him talk English whether he can o 
not, 
and Mr, Alick developed soniu 


extraordinary conversational accom 
plishments, A colored smallpox pa 
tient quartered in the same wa'rd with 
the Syrian tipped the matter off 
rather unconsciously yesterday by re- 
marking to Dr. Macbeth: 
"Sav 


Dock; that 'ere Seerean ober dar, wa;t 
cudden't unclerstan' Eengilsh, is 
gittin3 'long fine; 'deed he is. He bin 
talkin' tu me mos' all >e time an' I 
guess (he'll mitey soon talk better'n 
I do. He a thoney, dat boy^is." At 
first Alick's face was a blank and hi: 
tongue was a failure. But under the 
hot fire of the inspector he commenced 
to unravel and pretty soon led the 
whole party an argumentative rare 
He said that he had been peddling in 
the neighborhood of Fort Wayne for 
five years, but had only bought two 
bills of goods. Then he said he had 
worked for farmers, but could not tell 
who, 
and finally said he landed in 


New York three yecars ago and had 
lost Ms papers. 
The inspector said 


that while he was not one of the men 
wanted, he should not have been ad- 
mitted to the country and would not 
have been had he applied regularly. 
As the case now stands, the fellow is 
here and about the only thing to do 
is to keep him isolated for the re- 
mainder of his life. 


Inspector Clark, with proper regaH 


for the duties and amenities of his 
office, declined to make any state- 
ment for publication in advance of 
his oflicial report to liis superiors, but 
published statistics already show- 
some important facts. 
Low giade 


immigrants are being constantly 
smuggled through the American bor- 
ders and a large proportion of them 
are sufferers from trachoma, a viru- 
lent disease of the eye, and from 
favus, an equally virulent scalp dis- 
ease, 
both 
practically incurable. 


Both are infectious and contagious, 
the one ultimately resulting in blind- 
ness and the other in baldness, accom- 
panied by unsightly scalp eruptions. 
Trachoma has become so, noticeable in 
New York city that the health de- 
partment has become alarmed. Ex- 
aminations of school children have 
been ordered and on the 1st oi Sep- 
tember the results of the examina- 


showed appalling conditions. 


About one-third of the school popula- 
tion of New York city was exam- 
ined and of ihat one-third over 12 
per cent were,innoculatcd with the 
iis«a*e. The situation has become so 
Mrious ftfhere that school children *a£~ 
f«ri*f;fn>* the 


teachers the .sam^lM^n ordinary 
school, and in addition are attended 
by a corps of .physicians, socialists 
in diseases of the eye. { 


The question that .now confronts 


the local authorities is what to do 
with Mr. Alick.
